Assaults and Counter Assaults 


London, October 21.—Fierce attacks 
and counter-attacks delivered almost 
continuously for a week or more by 
the allies and the Germans have re- 
sulted in no definite decision in the 
battle raging in West Flanders and 
northern France. The contest in the 
eastern war arena in East Prussia, Po- 
land and Galicia has been equally unde- 
cisive. 

This is clearly evident from reports 
issued officially at various headquar- 
ters, which content themselves today 
with recounting the fact that violent 
attacks have been made. The French, 
however, claim the allies have repulsed 
German offensive movements at vari- 
ous points in the west. : 

According to the French communica- 
tion the Germans also made attacks 
against the allies’ lines at Nieuport 
Dixmude and Labasse. The German 
general staff declares fighting contin- 
ues on the Yser canal, and that the Ger- 
mans, taking the offensive west of 
Lille, have repulsed the French at sev- 
eral points, 

These reports seem to contravert op- 
timistic accounts appearing in Eng- 
lish newspapers from correspondents 
who claimed they were in West Flan- 
ders and who stated that the Germans 
had been driven back. 

Germans at Disadvantage. 

The Germans, however, are believed 
here to be fighting under a great dis- 
advantage, especially along the coast, 
as the British ships assisting the al- 
lies’ land forces have long range guns 
capable of seriously menacing German 
troops and men in the trenches as well 
as the ammunition trains and supply 
convoys. 

While no official information is avail- 
able as to the ships being used, it is 
probable that they are the three moni- 
tors which were being completed in 
England for the Brazilian government 
when the war broke out and which 
were bought by the admiarlty. 

These monitors draw less than nine 
feet of water and could take up posi- 
tions not far from shore from which

The vessels assisting the allies have 
not been allowed to carry out their op- 
erations in peace for German subma- 
rines have followed them down the 
coast and attacked them while they 
were shelling German positions.

One 
account says the submarines suffered 
losses, but this statement has not been 
confirmed. It has been remarked that 
the submarines and aeroplanes, which 
in times of peace proved themselves 
as dangerous arms of the army and 
navy service, have suffered little loss 
and have been doing splendid work. 


Fighting Is Furious. 


Land battles are being contested with 
a fury and tenacity that would indi- 
cate that strategic importance is at- 
tached to the positions held by the op- 
posing armies. When a town !s reach- 
ed Street fighting generally develops. 
One side gains an advantage only to 
lose *it when the other side brings up 
reinforcements. 

Thus far the allies have held Ypres, 
which is considered an important point, 
a8 it supports the allied force thrown 
out toward Roulers and seemingiy en- 
dangers the rear of the German army 
advancing toward Dixmude and the 
coast. 

The Germans are striking hard at 
the French line in the vicinity of La- 
basse and have made counter attacks 
against the force which for many days 
has been endeavoroing to relieve Lilie.

In the Baltie it is reported there has 
been an engagement between torpedo 
boat destroyers and submarines, No 
details of this fighting have been re- 
ceived here. 

Italy has decided to remain out of 
the war, but she has notified the pow- 
ers she may find it necessary to occupy 
Avlona, Albania, owing to chaotic con- 
ditions prevailing in that country.

CANADA IS VERY PROUD 
T0 BE BRITISH COLONY 


Washington, October 21.—Canada’s 
pride in being a part of Great Britain— 
a nation which “keeps sacred its cove- 
nants and maintains its plighted word” 
—Wwas asserted tonight by Sir Charles 
Fitzpatrick, chief justice of the Do- 
minion of Canada, in an address before 
the American Bar association on “The 
Constitution of Canada.” 

Sir Charles’ speech featured the night 
session of the association. Describing 
the growth of the Canadian colonial] 
system, Sir Charles commented on the 
German system of colonization: 

“The German government apparently 
has not discovered that there can be no 
colonial enterprise where the colonist 
is checked by official limitations, and 
this may account for the fact that the 
German emigrant today selects the 
United States, Canada or Australia 
rather than German colonies in South 
Africa, where freedom to work out his 
career is not permitted.” 

The speaker said some Americans in- 
quired why a people of their same 
blood and lineage, and apparently of a 
manly and independent spirit, were con- 
tent to’ remain in what they thought 
was a position of political inferiority 
and dependency. 

“This inquiry arises, J think, out of 
misconception of our relationship to 
the British crown,” he said. “You 
would not, perhaps, say that the politi- 
cal status of an Englishman or Scotch- 
man was less free and independent 
than your own, but our position, you 
think, is different. We, on the con- 
trary, recognize no inferiority in our- 
selves, or in our political position to 
that of the Englishman or the Scotch- 
man. What little check the colonial 
relationship places on us we think is 
far more than offset by the pride we 
have in the glorious history and tra- 
ditions of the mother country. We 
glory in her literature, her laws, her 
poets, artists and her statesmen. 

“Without disparagement of any na- 
tion, we, as Canadians, viewing our- 
selves as an integral part of the Brit- 
ish empire, are proud to declare our 
citizenship in the great mother of na- 
tions.”

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BELGIANS DRIVE 
RAISERS TROOPS 


From the Battle Front, October 21.— 
(Via Paris.)\—The Belgian army, with 
the English channel on its extreme 
wing, is showing a marvelous fighting 
spirit, despite its long, hard campaign 
and disappointment over the loss of 
Antwerp and other large cities. 

In the terrific open struggle along 
the frontier the Belgians, with the 
French and British, have repelled with 
the greatest energy incessant German 
Today, like yesterday, the 
German heavy artillery poured a bom- 
bardment on the allied positions, but 
the Belgians counter-attacked and 
forced the invaders to retire nearly 656 
miles. 

Further down the lne on the Lys 
the French were closely engaged with 
general success. Three French sharp- 
shooters performed a brilliant feat in 
defending a bridge, the possession of 
which was of great strategic i!mpor- 
tance to both armies. The Germans 
made a cavalry dash in an effort to 
seize the passage, but the Frenchmen, 
behind a mill 75 yards away, poured 
out their magazines until the Germans 
retired, leaving the bridge in the hands 
of the allies. 


Around Lille there has been flerce 
fighting, particularly in the neighbor- 
hood of Labasse, which threatens the 
German possession of Lille. Street 
fighting has been severe between the 
long lines of houses connecting the 
Sister towns of Roubain and Tour- 
coing. 

Along the center the artillery action 
continued today without great change, 
but several German trenches were cap- 
tured. 4 

Around Lille and in the _  thickly- 
populated districts where the fighting 
has been from house to house, 
operations are difficult and progress 
has been slow, especially in the face of 
the barbed wire defenses put up by the 
Germans. 

Those barbed wire obstructions have 
proved a serious obstacle to the allied 
advance. It is realized here that it 
may be necessary to make sacrifices to 
surmount them and it has been sug- 
gested that the men selected for the 
task be armed, among other things, 
with bucklers such as were used guc- 
cessfully in attacking the notorious au- 
tomobile bandits of Paris in their ref- 
uge in the suburbs of the city.

Germany immediately acceded to this 
plan, saying she would extend every 
possible aid to such a commission, and 
England promptly removed restriction 
on food exports. 

Bread Lines in Belgium. 

Formal organization of the commis- 
sion will be completed today. Mr. 
Hoover already has purchased with the 
funds supplied by the Belgian relief 
committee $150,000 worth of food, which 
will be sent to Belgium Saturday on a 
specially chartered ship by way of Rot- 
terdam. 

The food situation in Belgium Is 
critical. Already more than 500,000 
persons are being assisted through 
bread lines. According to the commit- 
|}tees reports there being more than 
300,000 of these persons 
alone. The supply of food for these 
bread stations, it is estimated, will not 
last more than a week longer. It is 
expected the number of persons re- 
quiring relief will increase to a mil- 
lion within a month. 

A stream of specially chartered 
steamships will soon start for 
land with their cargoes consigned to 
officers of the commission at 
places in Belgium. These officers will 
be under direct control of the commIs- 
sion, and will be located in London, 
Rotterdam, Antwerp, Brussels, Ghent, 
Liege and other points. When neces- 
sary the commission will co-operate 
with the Belgian national relief com- 
mittee in Brussels. To insure effective 
working of this co-operation, mem- 
bers of the American commission in 
Belgium will be made members of the 
Belgian commission. Care will be 
taken to see that this co-operation does 
not affect the neutrality of the com- 
mission, which is to work under the 
approval of both the English and Ger- 
man governments. 

Money Is Provided. 

Half a million dollars were placed 
at the disposal of Mr. Hoover yester- 
day from the various Belgian funds, 
and through Ambassador Page $750,000 
will be turned over to the commission 
today. 

Speaking of the work of the com- 
mission, Mr. Hoover said:

COTTON BOND ISUE 
N SOUTH CAROLINA 


Senate Passes Measure for 
$35,000,000 of Bonds to Buy 
Cotton at 10 Cents—Peo- 
ple Must Approve Measure 


Columbia, 8. C., October 21.—An is- 
sue of $35,000,900 in bonds for the pur- 
chase of cotton by the state was au- 
thorized in a measure passed in the sen- 
ate today by a vote of 25 to 4. 

The bill, as passed by the senate, pro- 
vides for expending the proceeds, either 
in direct purchase at 10 cents per 
pound or by loans at 9 cents per pound 

The bill now goes to the house and, 
in the event it passes that branch of 
the assembly it must be submitted to 
a referendum of the people on Novem- 
ber 2 and a two-thirds majority of the 
qualified voters of the state must favor 
it before it becomes effective. 

A bill providing for total elimination 
of cotton production in this state next 
year was killed in the house of rep- 
resentatives today by a vote of 64 to 
36, after debate continuing three days 
The measure was conditioned on total 
elimination of the crop by other south- 
ern states: The total elimination plan 
was discarded in the house by a vote 
oc 3 te i, 

A committee from the senate left for 
Washington tonight to interview Sec- 
retary McAdoo on the proposed bond 
issue and find out whether he would 
approve the bonds if they were issued 
for loans under the federal reserve 
system. 

MORATORIUM URGED 
FOR TEXAS FARMERS. 

Austin, Texas, October 21.—Governor 
O. B. Colquitt sent a final message to 
the extra session of the Texas legis- 
lature today, stating he believes a 
moratorium now is the only way to 
save Texas farmers from ruin. He 
added that he does not expect the extra 
session to pass such a law. he extra 
session called to consider cotton relief 
has killed all cotton acreage reduction 
proposals, and a bill to establish a cen- 
tral state bank with $20,000,000 capi- 
tal. Preparations to adjourn the ses- 
sion tomorrow are under way. This is 
the second extra session, the first hav- 
ing enacted a cotton warehouse law, 


whereby the state backs warehouse re- 
ceipts.

Representative Heflin, of Alabama, 
said that thirty-odd millions of people 
were asking their countrymen to put 
some of the government’s money in the 
banks of the south to relieve a suf- 
iering caused, not by economic condi- 
tions, but by the European war. 

Representatives Burnett, of Ala- 
bama; Byrnes, of South Carolina, and 
others pointed to the precedents of 
the south joining with the north in re- 
lief for the Salem disaster, the San 
I’rancisco fire and earthquake and the 
Chio floods, 

Market Needed, Says Mann. 

‘‘Printing large sums of money never 
will help the cotton situation,’’ Repub- 
lican Leader Mann told the house. “The 
proposition to increase the legal ten- 
der notes by $250,000,000 without any 
additional reserve,” he added, “is a 
dangerous proposition. What the south 
needs is a market for the cotton. If 
$1,000,000,000 were placed in the south 
I doubt if money would be any easier. 
The people in the south or elsewhere 
will not loan money on cotton or any- 
thing else unless the security is good. 
The more asset currency you have 
without sufficient assets behind Itthe 
less credit there will be.” 

Representative Glass, of Virginia, 
chairman of the banking and currency 
committee, said that while appreciat- 
ing the situation in the south, the cot- 
ton amendment was unsound and with- 
out precedent in the history of the 
country, that shrewd business men 
would not buy the vast amount of 
bonds proposed, and that the amend- 
ment would contract credit instead of 
expanding it. He said it was kinder to 


the south to reject the amendment than - 


to accept it; that it would restrict the 
credit of the south, and that banks 
would have to call In a billion dollars 
of loans if any such project was car- 
ried through. “It means contracting, 
instead of expanding credit.” 


BANKERS CONFER 
ON $150,000,000 POOL. 


New York, October 21.—Another con- 
ference of bankers identified with the 
proposed $150,000,000 cotton pool in- 
tended to ease financial conditions in 
the south was held here today, but 
without definite results, 

It is understood the latest plan calls 
for two classes of warehouse certifi- 
cates. One is to be taken by banks 
of the north and west on the basis of 
cotton at 4% cents a pound; the other 
is to be accepted by southern banks 
on the basis of 6-cent cotton. This 
shifts the main responsibility for the 
plan to banks in the cotton growing 
states.

Washington, October 21.—Bolivia be-

Chicago, October 21.—Resolutions 
protesting against the government tax 
on oleomargarine were adopted at the 
closing session of the American Meat 
Packers’ association convention here 
today. 

Congress was asked to repeal the tax 
or reduce it as low as possible, as 
oleomargarine, the resolution pointed 
out, was the only “whole food necessity 
which is taxed, and the rising cost of 
living makes it necessary to reduce 
the cost to the consumef as much as 
possible.” 


AGREEMENT REACHED 


ON WAR TAX MEASURE 


Conferees Strike Liquor Tax 
Amendments, Sacrificing 
Millions in Revenue. 


Washington, October 21.—-Agreement 
on the war tax bill was reached late 
today by senate and house conferees 
at a sacrifice of items from which $15,- 
000.000 to $20,000,000 in revenue had 
been expected. At the last moment 
the conferees eliminated the proposed 
liquor tax amendments, rejecting sen- 
ate amendments which would have in- 
creased the tax on beer from $1.50 to 
$1.75 a barrel and would have imposed 
a tax of 5 cents a gallon on rectified 
spirits. The conferees made no sub- 
stitution for the amendments elimi- 
nated, Representative Underwood's 
proposal to restore the tax of 2 cents 
a gallon on gasoline being rejected. 
This action fixed“the estimated annual 
revenue at approximately $90,000,000, 
instead of $105,000,000 as at first con- 
templated. 

Leaders in both

conference report so that congress 
might adjourn its long session tomor- 
row night. The agreement will be re- 
ported to the house at 10 o'clock to- 
morrow morning, and will be taken up 
in the s@hate immediately after the 
house acts. 

The revenue bill agreement fixed the 
tax on beer at $1.50 a barrel, with the 
senate amendment for a 5 per cent re- 
bate for prompt payment eliminated. 
The senate amendment reducing the 
proposed tax on bank capital and sur- 
plus from $2 to $1 a thousand was re- 
tained. The senate proposal to tax 
domestic sweet and dry wines 8 cents 
a gallon with a tax of 55 cents a gal- 
lon on brandies used in the fortifica-

tions of wines also was retained. The 
senate amendment increasing the tax 
on tobacco manufacturers and dealers 
were agreed to, and with few excep- 
tions the stamp taxes were not dis- 
turbed. Stock brokers will be taxed 
$30 a year instead of $50. The gradu- 
ated tax on theaters also was changed 
slightly, the final rates being as fol- 
lows: 

Theaters with a seating capacity of 
250 or less will pay $25 a year; 
capacity, $50; 800 capacity, $75; more 
than 800 capacity, $100 a year. 


STATION AGENT KILLED 
BY A CATHOLIC PRIEST 


Chicago, October 21.—Fathes J. J. 
Mullen, pastor of Holy Rosary church, 
stabbed and killed Thomas W. Patter- 
son, station agent at Hillside, a suburb, 
after a quarrel in which Fatterson had 
no part. The priest then stood on the 
right of way of the Ibhlinois Central 
railroad, stopped a through train and, 
threatening passengers and the train 
crew with a knife, boarded it. He was 
overpowered after a struggle and 
locked up in Hillside. 

According to the housekeeper at 
Father Mullen’s parish, he left there in 
his automobile, taking a friend, Felix 
Scomini. They were going to gather 
mushrooms, she said. 

According to Scomini, the priest and 
himself visited a number of swhurban 
towns, arriving at Hillside early in the 
afternoon, stopping in the saloon of 
Tony Russo. There, Scomini said, an/ 
argument took place about the Euro- 
pean war in which his views did not 
coincide with those of the priest. The 
argument grew into a quarrel in which 
the saloon keeper took a hand and 
ended in the ejection of the priest. 

Father Mullen then returned to the 
railway station, where he stabbed Pat- 
terson. 

Scomini’s statement was corroborated 
by Robert Patterson, son of the mur- 
dered man, who talked with the priest 
after his arrest.

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HARMONY SOUGHT. 
BY GRAND JURY 


Mayor, Councilmen, City 
Officials and Heads of Po- 
lice Department Symmon- 
ed to Meet Friday. 


Summoning the mayor, councilmen 
and other city hal! officials and heads 
of departments at police headquarters, 
the grand jury will again take up the 
vice situation Friday morning at 10 
o'clock. 

The idea of bringing city officials to- 
gether in a conference is to effect har- 
mony between the city hall and police 
headquarters, and to furnish more ade- 
quate facilities for the police, such as 
necessary expense money and more 
men. This, according to Foreman 
White, will be the remedy to vice con- 
ditions as suggested by the jury. 

Indications Wednesday were that the 
present agitation will probably result, 
among other things, in breaking the 
deadlock that has prevailed for months 
in the board of police commissioners, 
and which has prevented an election of 
a chairman to fill the place left vacant 
by the resignation of Carios Mason. 

May Elect Fain. 

Friends of William P. Fain, candidate 
for chairman and leader of the faction 
that opposes Mayor Woodward's favor- 
ite, Robert T. Pace, expressed confi- 
dence that Pace would withdraw in 
favor of Fain, and that there would be 
@ union of the Woodward and Fain 
forces at the next meeting of the 
board. 

The next board meeting is also ex- 
pected to produce surprises in other 
forrms. It was rumored around the 
city hall and police headquarters Wed- 
nesday that Chief Beavers would be 
called “upon the carpet” to explain 
the meaning of his words at the last 
meeting, when he declared “that if he 
had had the co-operation of the board 
he could have successfully mastered the 
vice situation.” 

Mayor Woodward gave out an inter- 
View Wednesday in which he pro- 
nounced the grand jury probe a falil- 
ure, and proposed to order an investi- 
gation by a committee of non-partisan 
business men. By this he proposes to 
outdo the jury in making a more 
thorough study of conditions, which, 
he says, the jury was unable to do on 
account of its limited time. 

Time Is Insufficient. 

“IT have discussed this matter 
many leading citizens,” he said, 
the consensus of opinion among them 
is that no good to Atlanta will come 
out of this investigation. [ told the 
grand jury that their life was too short 
to undertake such an inquiry. Their 
term expires the last of the month, and 
this is a task that ought to take at 
least two months. 

“My eyes have been opened. I pre- 
sume theirs have, too. [| am thinking 
of naming a commission of about 
twelve sensible citizens—business men, 
preferably—-to make an impartial in- 
vestigation of conditions and then let 
us know just what is what. 

“This should be done without pub- 
licity. I am sick and tired of having 
this thing brought up every little while. 
it can’t be handled through advertis- 
ing. I didn’t start it this time. The 
police commission didn’t start it. 
Beavers started it in the beginning, 
and he has been renewing it every time 
he got a chance. Handling such sub- 
jects in this manner injures Atlanta.”

SLATON TELLS WHY GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY SHOULD NOT HOLD 
AN EXTRAORDINARY SESSION 


Governor John’ M. Slaton has issued an 
official statement setting forth his views on 
the cotton problem, and stating why he 
should not, and will not, call the general as- 
sembly into extraordinary session. 

Governor Slaton cites passages from the 
State and federal constitutions to show that 
such action on his part would be unconsti- 
tutional and ih violation of his oath of office. 

The governor's statement, which is inter- 
esting throughout, is as follows: 

Governor’s Statement. 


“To the People of Georgia: It is mani- 
fested from the character of letters I am 
daily receiving, and from copies of resolu- 
tions passed at public gatherings, that there 
is a well-defined plan to build up pressure 
on me to the end that I shall convoke the 
general assembly in extraordinary session 
to pass laws restricting cotton acreage dur- 
ing the ensuing year. 

“Il am constrained to think that in some 
Quarters the motive underlying this move- 
ment is not altogether promoted by a spirit 
of patriotism. Recognizing the tremendous 
power of the press to mould public senti- 
ment, IT am pleased that the newspapers of 
tne state are largely against the demand and 
recognize that citizens yet have sacred rights 
which must be preserved. 

“it is no boast to say that not a man in 
Georgia feels more keenly the gravity of 
the situation or would go further to relieve 
it personally and officially than myself. At 
my own expense I have twice gone to Wash- 
ington and urged upon that body what I 
thought to be sane views, and not violative 
of the constitution. 

Constitutional Legislation Not Remedy. 

: “There are many men in Georgia who are 
Signing these petitions to have me call an 
extraordinary session of the general assem- 
bly who are prompted by the sincerest and 
purest motives, and who believe that it is 
within the power of the state to pass laws 
limiting the production of cotton. I have not 
thought that such laws were wise or consti- 
tutional. In fact, 1 know they are not, and 
thus feeling, 1 should deem it an act of 
cowardice, to say nothing of insincerity, to 
adopt the plan of calling the general assem- 
bly and shifting on that body an impossible 
and unauthorized responsibility.

I read with great interest 
brief of Judge Callaway in support of this 
plan. His entire argument is based upon two 
provisions: First, there is nothing in the 
constitution, he claims, which expressly for- 
bids it; and, secondly, he cites certain ‘legis- 
lative acts which he claims are analogous to 
his proposed law. 

“He is correct in saying that where one 
attacks a law as unconstitutional, the at- 
tack ghould be based on some expréss pro- 
vision of that instrument. I specify the pro- 
vision, which is article 1, section 1, para- 
graph 3, ‘No person shall be deprived of life, 
liberty or property except by due process of 
law.’ To deprive one of the use of property 
is aS essentially violative of the constitution 
as if the legislature were to pass a law lit- 
erally taking it away from him. 

“The provisions of the federal constitu- 
tion, embodying the fourteenth amendment, 
are practically identical with the above quo- 
tation from the state constitution, and it has 
been repeatedly held by the Supreme court 
of the United States that a statute of a state 
which in its operation deprived an owner of 
the use of property was the equivalent of 
‘taking,’ within the inhibition of that statute. 
Police Powers of State. 

“Judge Callaway’s second proposition is 
the proposed legislation is analogous to a 
number of statutes now in force in Georgia 
viz.: The prohibition statute: the statute 
against cruelty to animals; the statute 
against cutting turpentine boxes between 
Novembeg 15 and March 165. 

: “These statutes are in no sense analogous. 
They are enacted within the police power of 
the state, and the restraints prescribed are 
all upon the idea of protecting public health 
peace or morals. 

“Manifestly, there is no analogy between 
the proposed act and the statute restricting 
or prohibiting the making and selling of 
liquor. 

“The statute prohibiting cruelty to ant- 
mals is based upon the idea that such acts 
of brutality debase and lower the public 
morals. 

“The act limiting the time for cutting 
turpentine boxes begins with the preamble 
‘The cutting of turpentine boxes out of the 
winter months is generally believed to affect 
the health of the trees, causing worms and 
premature death, and thus producing sick- 
ness, by reason of the dying timber.’ ete. 

“Judge Callaway can find no analogy be- 
tween the proposed law to restrict the use 
of land for a lawful purpose and these 
statutes enacted by the legislature ‘in the 
exercise of its police power. There is nothing 
morally wrong in raising cotton. It mav be 
bad judgment to do so next year, but it can- 
not be maintained that the legislature has 
authority to make itself the farmer's guar- 
dian in the management of his business, a 
business universally conceded heretofore to 
be highly honorable. 

Congress Source of Relief. 

“Powerful influences that thundered two 
weeks ago for governmental relief changed 
their demands in a single day, and. forget- 
ting their previous insistence, now uree that 
the state shall grant the necessary aid. 

“The people of Georgia should only 
sharpen their memories, and by turning back 
the pages of only a few weeks they will not 
only find the glaring inconsistency, but will 
the ready explanation of the kaleido- 
scopic change. 

“It is criminal to allow politics to pre- 
relief to the people at this crisis. but 
treason to shield from condemnation 

the responsible parties by enslaving the 
farmers of Georgia and violating their most 
precious constitutional rights. Millions of 
lives have been sacrificed to wrest them from 
tyrannical government, and to yield them to 
serve a temporary political purpose should 
be unthinkable to every Georgian.

In order 
to make it the more solemn, the chief 
justice usually officiates, and the sacred 
pledge is witnessed by the entire house and 
senate of Georgia. It is an impressive cere- 
mony, one that speaks of the time when King 
John granted the magna charta at Runny- 
mede, and its example has been followed 
wherever an executive has been vested with 
power. 

“Who can flippantly advise the governor 
to disregard that oath and by calling the 
legislature in session, counsel them to violate 
the state’s fundamental law for the sake of 
temporary benefit? 

“Who can ask him to shift the present 
responsibility by placing it on the shoulders 
of the representatives of the people and in 
contradiction of’ all honorable precedents 
and obligation approve an act he feels un- 
constitutional, in order that he may say, like 
Pontius Pilate, ‘They did it;*not 1? 


Stay Law. 


“Tf # be correct principle for the gov- 
ernor to submit all questions to an extraor- 
dinary session of the legislature, in accord- 
ance with popular demand, I must submit a 
stay law for which I have received as many 
requests as for cotton curtailment. The sub- 
mission of this proposition would mean un- 
told damage to the honor of the state, and 
should it be passed the injury to Georgias 
reputation and financial standing would not 
be remedied for fifty years. And yet, in my 
judgment, a stay law is no more unconsti- 
tutional than the other propositions. 

“Tf I call the legislature in extraordinary 
session. what reply shall I make to their 
query as to the action they should take? 
As soon as they met, a committee would call 
upon me to invite my recommendation. — 

“HWvery suggested law is, in my opinion, 
violative of the constitution of Georgia. In 
the endeavor to ascertain the truth, I have 
consulted the attorney general, an able ex- 
attorney general, long the adviser of gov- 
ernors, every ex-supreme court judge of the 
state save one, and, without exception, a law 
to limit the production of cotton by penal 
statute was. in their opinion, beyond the 
power of the general assembly. These are 
the gentlemen into whose hands the people 
have intrusted their most sacred interests, 
and I know of no higher source of light. I 
have sought the opinion of leading lawyers 
state, and to a man they have given 
me the same advice 

“What, therefore, are 
duty?

“The farmers are not asking these laws. 
Their representatives did not do so in Wash- 
ington.

Liberty is to him no empty word, 
and it possesses charms to him that gold 
equal. He and his sires fought for 
it and sacrificed far more in its behalf than 
the cotton crop of a single season. 

“IT would shudder to be the man who 
would accustom him to the shackles of gov- 
ernmental tyranny or induce him from the 
temptation of the moment to yield his in- 
herited freedom. 

“Many good men seeing no relief in the 
Places whence it should come, ask a legis- 
lative session with no remedy to propose. 
Others from cupidity and lookine only to the 
rewards of the moment forget that they are 
advocating a precedent which like Franken- 
stein will destroy them. 

“Property consists in the right to use it. 
Liberty consists in the right of man to use 
without restriction his endeavors in any le- 
gmitimate fleld of activity. Take these from 
the farmer today and on the morrow let no 
business consider its rights sacred, when 
their deprivation was deemed of temporary 
advantage. 

Rural Credit. 


“What becomes of the efforts to make 
land a basis of rural‘credit? The value of 
land depends upon its productivity and that 
depends upon the initiative and energy of 
the owner. Let it be understood that the 
legislature will undertake to farm the lands 
of its citizens through penal laws and regu- 
late what he shall and shall not produce by 
inflexible statutes and who will trust a 
dollar to such a people? 

“Not only will property suffer, but, above 
all, a noble, free, independent citizenry con- 
stituting the state's greatest wealth will be 
degraded forever. 

Congress. 


“T stated over a month ago that congress 
was the source of relief of the cotton grow- 
ers. It is not fair that the government 
should receive all the benefits of their en- 
ergy and productiveness and render no aid 
in time of their need. 

“Who can justify a failure of the govern- 
ment to supply enough money for the legiti- 
mate necessities of the people when de- 
manded on good security? Who but the 
government can grant the money? 

‘The governors in thelr conference at 
Washington declared that congress should 
act in this crisis and the machinery. of 
States was inadequate. 

“At Memphis on Saturday last their reso- 
lution embodied the thought that states 
could accomplish nothing, and Governor 
Blease, of South Carolina, alone dissented 
from the adoption of the resolution. 

Mistaken Remedy. 

“Do not let the people mistake the .rem- 
edy when in their excitement they call upon 
the legislature to perform the functions of 
Washington. With clear vision let them 
place the responsibility where the power of 
relief exists. Let no specious argument or 
sudden shifting of position blind them to 
the fact that those who urged congress on 
yesterday to act, today bids them sacrifice 
their constitution and their liberties to re- 
lieve those who are ‘weighed in the balance 
and found wanting.’ 

“Each day I find a lessening reverence for 
principle and greater disregard for the old 
beliefs that were once held sacred. If -I 
read the times aright, those who now urge 
the governor and the legislature to violate 
fundamental laws will soon pray for an 
executive and representative body who will 
remain faithful to the Ark of the Covenant. 

“Let Georgia remain loyal to old and 
eternal principles on which she has pro- 
gressed in her marvelous delevopment and 
unlike the children of Israel with the land 
of Canaan in sight, let her not cry for 
the flesh pots of Egypt because she has 
hungered for a single day.

HE SAYS SELL AND SEI TLE

The Constitution has recéived several re- 
quests from members of the Rotary club to 
publish the letter that was read at the 
recent myid-day luncheon of the club by Mr. 
Charles P. King, of Atlanta, general southern 
representative sales agent of the American 
Iron and Steel Manufacturing company, of 
Pennsylvania. The letter was from Mr. 
Charles E. Nash, president of the Nash Hard- 
ware company, of Fort Worth, Texas, one of 
the strongest business firms in the southern 
states. 

Mr. Nash, president of the company, wrote 
a general letter to the retail trade of the 
south, copy of which he sent to Mr. King, 
his representative in Atlanta. When Mr. 
King was called on at TueSday’s meeting for 
his views of the situation generally, he said 
that he could not hope to make a cleaner- 
cut presentation of conditions than that made 
in the letter of Mr. Nash, the reading of 
which was listened to with intense interest 
by the assembly. 

President Nash's Letter. 

The letter is as follows: 

To the Retail Trade: We are not in the 
cotton business, but we know enough to say 
that an article or a commodity is only worth 
what it will bring when it is offered for 

If 8 cents per pound, or even 7 cents 


per pound, is al] that a farmer can get for 
cotton, then that is all cotton is worth, re- 
gardless of what it costs to raise it. 

It is said that a farmer cannot raise cot- 
ton at less than 10 cents per pound, yet a 
great many thousand farmers got rich, or 
at least independent, raising it at 7 cents per 
pound, and that was when everything else 
that he raised was sold at a very much lower 
figure than is ruling today. Besides this, he 
didn’t get $7 per bale for seed, as he gets 
today.

KITCHENER. 


Ry George Fitch, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.” 


Horatio Herbert Kitchener, war lord of 
England, is an Irishman who got over it be- 
fore the home rule row broke out. He was 
born in County Kerry in 1850, the son of a 
lieutenant colonel, and twenty-one years 
later was a second lieutenant himself in the 
Engineers. For many years he served in 
Cyprus, Palestine, Egypt and other remote 
sections in the usual English way, now and 
then getting a promotion and occasionally 
getting shot by the enemy in a painful and 
disconcerting fashion. In 1895 he was given 
the job of cleaning up the Soudan, which 
at that time was about as unhealthy a place 
for English as existed on the globe. 


“In the present unpleasantness he is -re- 
garded as the hope of Great Britain.” 


Kitchener went at his campaign in a 
very peculiar manner and it caused a good 
deal of remark among those who: though: 
the way to defeat the Fuzzy-wuzzies of the 
Soudan was to rush in and distribute obitu 
fries among friend and foe with a lavish 
hand. He took a few assistants and spent 
several months rambling over the enemy's 
territory with a surveyor’s kit, a book of 
logarythms and other unwar-like instru- 
ments. When he came back he began build 
ing a railroad. Later on he rounded up the 
Soudanese in front of his railroad with 
trainloads of ammunition behind him, and 
blew them into the discard at Omdurman in 
a workmanlike manner which earned him a 
title, the thanks of parliament and $150,000 
And yet there are some who gay that was 
does not pay! 

Kitchener went to the Transvaal as 
chief of staff to Lord Roberts the next yea 
and rounded up the Boers in the same scien 
tific and comparatively bloodless manner. At 
the end of this war he was made a viscount 
a general and the recipient of $259,000. He 
also got more or less medals and was 
greatly pestered with attention. 

Kitchener went to India, Australia 
New Zealand afterwards, reorganizing 
armies, and was made a field marshal. For 
some years he has not had a job in the army, 
owing to his indifferent brand of politics 
but in the present unpleasantness he is re 
garded as the hope of Great Britain, and 
if allowed to do enough surveying and build 
enough railroads will undoubtedly harass 
the enemy considerably.

Washington, October 21.—Confidence 
is the only thing needed to restore 
business prosperity, President Wilson 
today told directors of the federal re- 
serve banks whom he received at the 
white hof&tse.

That is my 
conviction. 

“I will not again use the word ‘psy- 
chology,’ but there is a psychological 
element, there is a state of mind in- 
volved in this thing which it would be 
very useful if we were to correct, and 
the way to correct it with others is to 
correct it in ourselves-——to feel that 
there is nothing to wait for in putting 
business upon the footing upon which 
it ig to remain, I hope, for a great 
many years to come. 

“But when I started out I did not ex- 
pect to say these things; I merely ex- 
pected to tell you how sincerely grati- 
fled I am to have the opportunity of 
meeting you and of telling you how 
congratulate the country upon being 
in the hands, in the matter of bank- 
ing, of such a body of men.”

“Brussels, August 4, 1914. 

“I am instructed to.inform the Bel- 
Zian government that if Germany ex- 
ercises pressure for the purpose of com- 
pelling Belgium to abandon her posi- 
tion of a netural country, the govern- 
ment of his Britannic majesty expects 
Belgium to resist by every possible 
means. The government of his Britan- 
nic majesty is ready in that event to 
gg with Kussia and France, if desired 
»y Belgium, to offer to the Belgian gov- 
ernment at once, common action for the 
purpose of resisting the use of force 
by Germany against Belgium and at 
the same time to offer a guarantee to 
maintain the independence and integ- 
rity of Belgium in the future. 


Offer to Assume Neutrality. 


“No. 37—Offer of England of an al- 
liance with object of assuring the neu- 
trality of Belgium against the press- 
ure of Germany: 

“London, August 4, 1914. 

“The minister for foreign affairs has 
informed the British ministers in Nor- 
way, Holland and Belgium that Great 
Britain expects that these three king- 
doms will resist the pressure of Ger- 
many and maintain neutrality. They 
will be supported in their resistance 
+ hy Bagiand, who in such case is ready 
to co-operate with France and Russia 
if such is the desire of these three gov- 
ernments to repel the employment of 
force against them by Germany, and 
a guarantee for the future mainten- 
ance of the Independence and the in- 
tegrity of the three kingdoms. 

“I pointed out that Belgium ts neut- 
ral in perpetuity. The minister of for- 
eign affairs replied:

“No. 40—Belgium appeals to the pow- 
ers after the invasion of Belgium.

“The Belgian government regrets to 
have to announce to your excellency 
that this morning the armed forces of 
Germany penetrated into Belgium ter- 
ritory, violating the engagements which 
they have taken by treaty. The Belgian 
government are firmly decided to resist 
by all means in their power. 

“Belgium appeals to England, to 
France and to Russia to co-operate as 
guarantors in the defense of her ter- 
yitory. There should be a concerted 
and common action, having as its ob- 
ject to resist the measures of force em- 
ployed by Germany against Belgium 
and at the same time to guarantee the 
maintenance of the independence and of 
the integrity of Belgium for the fu- 
ture. Belgium is happy to be able to 
declare that she will undertake the de- 
fense of the fortified places. _

don declined again today, but rallied 
slightly later as offerings of bills grew 
scarcer. At today’s lowest quotations 
London exchange was almost 4 cents 
lower to the pound sterling than in 
the early days of the month. 

Continental exchange again was pure- 
nominal, but quotations on Berlin 
and Hamburg were lower. It is*gen- 
erally believed in financial circles that 
German textile manufacturers have 
been among the largest buyers of cot- 
ton here recently, but just how or 
when deliveries are to be made in 
that country is not explained. 

Exports of cotton today amounted 
to over 20,000 bales, three-fourths going 
to British ports, with large consign- 
ments to the Orient. Thus far this sea- 
son total cotton exports aggregate lit- 
tle more than one-sixth of last season's 
outflow. 

The cotton pool project assumed a 
new phase today by reason of a con- 
ference in this citv between represent- 
atives of the federal reserve board and 
the heads of several financial institu- 
tions which are to participate in the 
proposed pool. 

In the several markets where securi- 
ties are being offered there was an- 
other reduction in the minimum prices 
recently fixed for oil stocks. New York 
city per cent notes were in demand 
at prices only slightly under heir 
best. 

Trade authorities fully confirm un- 
official reports dealing with the steel 
and pig iron industries. Most of the 
larger plants have reduced activities 
at 50 per cent. Copper demand remains 
at low ebb, with cash sales on the 
basis of 11.30 cents per pound. 

Currency transfers at New Orleans 
were a direct reflection of the cotton 
movement from that gection. More 
gold was shipped to Canada by the City 
Note syndicate. Time money ranged 
from 6 to 7 per cent, with the bulk 
of the loans at the higher rate. Local 
banks made more retirements of clear- 
ing house certificates, and the amount 
now outstanding is believed to be rel- 
atively small.

The committee declared the attitude 
of the Catholic clergy had been one of 
absolute neutrality, striving only to 
teach the uneducated classes obedience 
and respect for constituted authority. 

Statement fer Catholic Clergy. 

“The revolution which will shortly 
be in control of the government in Mex- 
ico,” said the statement, “has proclaim- 
ed as a necessary means for the estab- 
out of its pro-

obstacles to its purposes—the regular 
army, the Roman Catholic party and 
the large land holders. 

“As far as the Roman Catholic clergy 
is concerned, they have held no offices, 
nor have they been heard in the coun- 
cils of the various governments which 
have ruled the country during the past 
fifty years.

In Regard to Conditions in! 
Mexico — Alleged Present : 
Revolutionary Leaders Are 7 


Granted All the Demands 
Made by Washington. 


Washington, October 21.—Prompt 
withdrawal of American forces at Vera 
Cruz was foreshadowed today by the 
Aguas Calientes conference’s approval 
of American request that Mexicans 
who served the United States there be 
given protection. Other desired guar- 
antees also were approved by the Mex- 
ican conference. 

The state department received word 
that the convention had instruoted Gen- 
eral Carranza to comply with the 
American government’s requests. He 
will issue a proclamation covering the 
various points itnvolved. 

The United States asked that cus- 
toms duties collected during the Ameri- 
can occupation as well as local taxes 
should not be reimposed and that all 
Mexicans who had served the United 
States in a civil capacity and all clert- 
cals should be given every protection. 

It is not known just when thé troops 
and ships will be ordered from Vera 
Cruz, but it was intimated that the 
action of the United States would bé 
taken irrespective of the deliberations 
of the convention on the question of a 
provisional government. 

Reports that General Villa had moved 
an army within threatening distance 
of the convention were not credited 
by administration officials. They 
pointed out that only yesterday Con- 
sular Agent Carrothers telegraphed 
that Villa said he purposely had with- 
drawn his forces so as not to appear 
to be coercing the assembly, a charge 
which he believed Carranza officials 
would readily make against him. 


CARRANZA REFUSES 
TO ATTEND CONVENTION, 


Mexico City, October 21.—General 
Obregon headed a commission today 
which called on General Carranza and 
invited him to attend the Aguas 
Calientes convention and sign an 
agreement to abide by its decisions. 

General Carranza declined to go or 
send a delegate. He reserved the 
right to approve or disapprove the final 
acts of the convention, maintaining 
that the sovereign power of the state 
rests with him alone until his succes- 
sor as head of the government is 
elected.

Color Line Question Will Be 
Brought Up at Today’s

Washington, October 21.—(Special.) 
A fight over the admission of negroes 
to thé American Bar association will 
be precipitated at tomorrow's session. 
A resolution adopted in 1912 barring 
negro members will be rescinded, if 
Morfield Storey and other Boston mem- 
bers can bring it about. 

It will be recalled that the admis- 
sion of William H. Lewis, a negro law- 
yer, ‘under misapprehension, led to the 
former fight, in which George W. Wick- 
ersham, formerly attorney general of 
the United States, supported Lewis. 

The resolution which Mr. Storey 
moved today to rescind follows: 

“Whereas, Three persons of the col- 
ored race were elected to membership 
in this association without knowledge 
upon part of those electing them that 
they were of that race, and are now 
members of this association. 

“Resolved, That as it has never been 
contemplated that members of the col- 
ored race should become members of 
this association, the several local coun- 
cils are directed that, if at any time, 
any of them shall recommend a per- 
son of the colored race for member- 
ship they shall accompany the recom- 
mendation with a statement of the 
fact that he is of such race.” 

While this action does not commit 
the association to the exclusion of ne- 
groes, it operates as a bar. 

The plan of Mr. Storey ts not to 
open the doors to negroes, but to re- 
scind former action and leave the mat- 
ter of negro membership where it was 
before the Milwaukee meeting. The 
Boston men will ask that a vote by 
mail be taken on his motion.

Great Psychological Effect 
on Foreign Investors. 


Washington, October 21.—Investment 
bankers are urging that the interstate 
commerce commission grant the peti- 
tion of the eastern railroads for a 5 
per cent increase in freight rates be- 
cause of the psychological effect “a 
change in the attitude of the commis- 
sion toward the railroads’’ would have 
on foreign investors in railroad secur- 
ities. This was the testimony of Law- 
rence ChambDerlain, a New York 
banker, who appeared for the Invest- 
ment Bankers’ association at today’s 
session of the advance rate hearing. 

“This\ question ought to be settled 
not on the basis of the railroads and 
shippers,” Mr. Chamberlain asserted, 
‘but on the contention of the bank- 
ers that the country needs‘ saving. 
Raising rates is the greatest thing 
that can be \done to relieve the situa- 
tion psychologically.” 

Government of Law. 
it the general understanding of 
the bankers,” asked Commissioner 
Clements, “that \this commission has 
carte blanche to do anything it wants 
to do to meet a psychological condi- 
tion? We had supposed this was a 
government of law, not of the caprice 
of a commission.” 

“We will take no other position in 
any brief we file in this case,” hastily 
interposed Morris Rosenthal, counsel 
for the intervening bankers. “We 
make no other contention.” 

‘You will if you follow the lead of 
circulars these bankers have been 
sending out,” answered Commissioner 
Clark. ' 

The entire day was devoted to hear-

cross-examination of Frederick Straus 
was concluded, the witness reciting 
facts tending to show that ratlroad 
bonds were the standard of American 
securities abroad, and that they were 
falling in favor because of increased 
cost of operation and taxation.

Commissioner Clements, who presid- 
ed today, associated with Commission- 
ers Clark and Meyer, asked the bank- 
er if he believed the shipper should be 
compelled to guarantee all railroad se- 
curities by paying higher freight rates, 
although it had been shown many such 
securities were issued for purposes of 
negotiation without regard to the wel- 
fare of the property. 

“If this were merely a question of 
protecting railroad investors, without 
relation to the shippers, I would not be 
here.” the witness said. “The investor 
must take his chances.” 

“Then at any time in the future, no 
matter for what cause, if the need of 
money and impairment of credit might 
be as great as now,” said the commis- 
sioner, “it would be another suffi- 
cient reason for advancing rates.” 

“rt do not assent to this,” said Straus. 
“Each emergency must be treated by 
itself.” 

The witness added that since this 
government was committed to a policy 
of government regulation of railroads 
it must accord investors in railroa 
stocks or bonds a measure of protec- 
tion. Otherwise nationalization of rail- 
ways must follow, he said

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HE CALLS STEEL TRUST 


LAW-ABIDING CONCERN 


Attorney Lindabury Denies 
Corporation Was Formed 
to Restrain Trade. 


Philadelphia, October 21.—That the 
United States Steel corporation is a 
law-abiding institution, whose organi- 
zation has had a beneficial effect on 
business, was the argument of ooun- 
sel for the corporation today in the 
federal government's dissolution euit. 

Richard V. Lindabury, of Newark, 
N. J., spoke for five hours in defense 
of the corporation, after Jacob M. 
Dickinson, chief counsel for the gov- 
ernment, had concluded his opening 
address. Mr. Dickinson went into the 
question of interlocking directors. He 
said that directors of the steel cor- 
poration at various times were direc- 
tors of railroad companies which con- 
trolled about half the mileage in the 
United States, and gave _§ instances 
where steel directors sitting as rail- 
road directors had an apparent in- 
fluence in steering business in the di- 
rection of the steel corporation. 

Natural Development. 

Mr. Lindabury went into the history 
of the iron and steel industry ex- 
haustively, giving a picture of the un- 
certain conditions in the business be- 
fore the coming of the steel corpora- 
tion. He contended that the forma- 
tion of the corporation in New Jersey 
in 1901 was a natural development and 
that there was no thought of monopoly 
or of restraining trade. 

There was no thought in the mind of 
Andrew Carnegie when he sold his 
interest in the Carnegie company to 
the new corporation that a monopoly 
was to be created, Mr. Lindabury satd. 
“Mr. Carnegie’s offer to sell his in- 
terest,’ counsel added, “was not based 
upon a desire to enter a combination, 
but upon a desire to retiré from busi- 
ness and devote his life and means to 
philanthropic purposes.” 

Mr. Lindabury stated that the steel 
corporation's proportion of the coun- 
trys total production of iron and 
steel in 1911 when.the suit was be- 
gun was 50.1 per cent. 

“It cannot in reason be said,” added 
Mr. Lindabury, “that the combination 
of manufacturing concerns whose 
percentage of production did not ex- 
ceed 50.1 per cent and whose acquisi- 
tion of a raw material did not ap- 
proach to a monopoly, necessastty 
operated to restrain trade or in and of 
itself amounted to a monopoly or an 
attempt at monopolization, unless in- 
tent is shown.” 


No Intent to Restrain Trade. 


Mr. Lindabury discussed the circum- 
stances which led up to the organiza- 
tion of the steel corporation. He de- 
nied there was any intent to restrain 
trade or monopolize the industry and 
argued that the merging of companies 
was done to save the concerns from 
going to pieces. He said the only 
thought of the promoters was to have 
plants that could take the raw material 
and lay down the finished product at 
home and abroad at prices that could 
not be bettered by other manufac- 
turers. 

Summing up that part of his argu- 
ment relating to the actual formation 
of the corporation, Mr. Lindabury said: 

“The organization was but a natural 
and normal development from existing 
trade and manufacturing conditions 
and was only notable because of the 
largeness of the conception which un- 
derlay it and the courage exhibited in 
undertaking to carry it out.” 

Mr. Lindabury said the later conduct 
of the steel corporation had effected 
great eoonomies in the manufacture 
and distribution of steel products; that 
the production of finished rolled iron 
and steel in the United States sur- 
passed that of every other basic prod- 
uct except cement. Competitors and 
customers alike, he said, attribute the 
great growth of the industry chiefly 
- the efforts of the steel corpora- 

on.
